Continuation of 1 3. Other: The request for reconsideration of the finality of the office action of May 1 7, 2007 is unpersuasive. 
Applicant's amendment after final of January 29, 2007 was not entered because the amendment changed the scope of the claims. 
Whenever an amendment changes the scope of a claim, further consideration is required. This is to give the amended claim a full and 
proper examination. However, applicant's amendment, while changing the scope of the claims, failed to change the scope in such a way 
as to overcome the previous prior art rejections. Because the change in scope was superficial and faijed to overcome the examiners 
previous arguments/rejections (i.e. the newly amended limitations were already present in the art and were inherent in the examiner 
produced 'prior art invention' meeting the claimed limitations), the same art and arguments were used in the rejection of the amended 
claims (see Response to Arguments of office action of May 17, 2007), thus meriting the finality of the action of May 17, 2007.
